PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
Scientists say Mariner 9 ’s third 
peek through a hole in the dust 
storm shrouding Mars has giv­ 
en 
them 
the 
k ey to under­ 
standing strange ridge-lik e fea­ 
tures near the planet’s south 
pole. 
Somehow the frozen carbon 
dioxide covering part of the 
pole has dissipated the dust 
above, 
allowing 
the 
orbiting 
spacecraft’s television cameras 
Tuesday to see through for the 
third time. Scientists planned to 
photograph the area again to­ 
day while the dust continues to 
blot out the rest of the planet. 
“ We clearly have the ability 
even wdth the dust storm to 
map this feature in detail,” 
said Dr. Bruce Murray of the 
California 
Institute 
of 
Tech­ 
nology. “ It’s too early to tell 
what caused these features but 
detailed study of these photo­ 
graphs will allow us to tell 
what they are.” 
The 400-mile-long ridges puz­ 
zled scientists when Mariner 7 
observed them from 2,000 miles 
away in 19 69 . 
It was winter then, and the 
entire south pole of Mars was 
covered 
with 
frozen 
carbon 
dioxide—dry ice. 
Scientists couldn’t tell if the 
ridges were mountains covered 
with carbon dioxide snow or 
were

Gets Peek 


At Ridges 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
Scientists say Mariner 9’s third 
peek through a hole in the dust 
storm shrouding Mars has giv­ 
en them 
the key to under­ 
standing strange ridge-like fea­ 
tures near the planet's south 
pole. 
Somehow the frozen carbon 
dioxide covering part of the 
pole has dissipated the dust 
above, 
allowing 
the 
orbiting 
spacecraft’s television cameras 
Tuesday to see through for the 
third time. Scientists planned to 
photograph the arca again to­ 
day while the dust continues to 
blot out the rest of the planet. 
“ We clearly have the ability 
even with the dust storm to 
map this feature in detail.” 
said Dr. Bruce Murray of the 
California 
Institute 
of Tech­ 
nology. “ It’s too early to tell 
what caused these features but 
detailed study of these photo­ 
graphs will allow us to tell 
what they are.” 
The 400-mile-long ridges puz­ 
zled scientists when Mariner 7 
observed them from 2,(KIO miles 
away in 1969.

Cashless Society 
Hands On Nuclear Button 


The cashless society is not something 
the average American family belongs 
to after it has completed the weekly 
shopping trip. Ther term refers to 
various proposals which have been 
made to enlist the aid of computers 
in place of cash in the transaction of 
everyday business. 
It is a highly imaginative idea, but 
one not outside the capability of modern 
computerization. 
Simply 
stated, 
the 
concept involves a credit card used 
for such transactions as paying for 
groceries 
at 
the 
checkout 
counter, 
paying monthly bills without checks 
and possibly even being paid without 
cash or check by the employer. 
Limited experiments have shown the 
idea is possible, if not always practical. 
Now an entire community is acting as 
guinea pig. Upper Arlington, O., is a 
community of 40.000 which is now well 
into a six-month study of just what 


happens when almost anything can be 
purchased through an electronic credit 
card system. 
Thirty-one participating merchants, 
accounting for about half the business 
in town, have computer terminals on 
their counters. When a credit card is 
inserted, the terminal first verifies with 
a computer located in a bank that the 
card has not been stolen or withdrawn. 
Then it records the amount of the 
sale, and reports back the amount so 
the customer can verify it. 
That is all there,is to it, on the sur­ 
face. At the end of the month the 
customer receives a statement from 
the bank listing his purchases, and pays 
for it all with one check. 
Of course, if an extended power 
failure ever puts Upper Arlington’s 
computer out of service, a sudden 
revaluation in Uncle Sam’s medium of 
barter may take place.

'Selfish' Bachelor Has Abby's Support

WASHINGTON (AP) — “Men 
Only" read a sign in the U.S. 
House of Representatives when 
Jeanette Rankin arrived to take 
her seat. 
That was in 1917, three years 
before American women won 
the right to vote, and Rep. 
Rankin, R-Mont., was the first 
member of her sex to win a 
seat in Congress. 
Today the sign is long gone 
and women make up a major­ 
ity of the American electorate. 
But they make up less than 2 
per cent of the U.S. Congress 
where their number has de­ 
clined by 40 per cent during the 
past decade. 
Nevertheless the dozen wom­ 
en now serving in Congress ex­ 
ercise more power than most of 
the 80 who have followed in 
Jeanette Rankin’s footsteps. 


The most powerful is Sen. 
Margaret 
Chase 
Smith, 
R- 
Maine, the only woman in the 
Senate and the only member of 
her sex to have served in both 
chambers of Congress. 
She was electd to her late 
husband’s House seat in 3940 
and to the Senate in 1949 and 
now is ranking Republican on 
the Armed Services Committee. 
Fiercely independent, she of­ 
ten casts the decisive ballot on 
close issues. 
“A woman’s viewpoint should 
be objective and free of any 
emphasis 
on 
feminine 
inter­ 
ests," says Mr. Smith, 
who 
has shown little interest in the 
equal rights issue. 
The 
only 
woman 
to 
vote 
against the equal rights amend­ 
ment recently passed by the 
House is Rep. Leonor K. Sulli­ 
van, D-Mo., w’ho shares with 
Sen. Smith the distinction of 


being the only women in Con­ 
gress 
today 
who 
succeeded 
their husbands. 
In contrast, of the 20 women 
in Congress when the high point 
of female representation was 
reached in 1962, ten had suc­ 
ceeded their husbands. 
“There are differences 
be­ 
tween male and female roles in 
our society and I hope there al­ 
ways are," Mrs. Sullivan said 
in explaining her vote against 
the amendment. 
In Congress since 1952, she 
holds 
the 
longevity 
record 
among women in the House. 
Chairman of the subcommittee 
on consumer affairs, she is es­ 
pecially proud of having in­ 
troduced and guided to passage 
the truth-in-lending bill and of 
having authored the first food 
stamp program. 
A power in the House is Rep. 
Edith Green, D-Ore., chairman 


of a subcommittee on higher 
education 
and 
an 
influential 
force on the parent Education 
and Labor Committee. 
Her legislative skill was dem­ 
onstrated recently 
when 
the 
House 
staged 
its 
longest, 
scrappiest session this year be­ 
fore passing the $23-billion edu­ 
cation bill that came from her 
subcommittee. 
Rep. 
Shirley 
Chisholm, 
D- 
N.Y., the first black woman to 
serve in Congress staged what 
was probably the first success­ 
ful single-handed revolt against 
the venerated committee as­ 
signment system. 
Representing a Brooklyn dis­ 
trict she was incensed at being 
assigned 
to 
a 
subcommittee 
dealing with rural development 
and forestry. 
She surprised colleagues by 
striding to a microphone during 
a Democratic caucus and refus­ 


ing to budge until she was 
reluctantly recognized by the 
leadership. Then she success­ 
fully pushed through a measure 
changing 
her 
assignment 
to 
veterans affairs. 
“There are a lot more veter­ 
ans in my district than there 
are trees" she said. 
“You’ve committed political 
suicide" a male colleague in­ 
toned. But Mrs. Chisholm not 
yet dead, is preparing a presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Perhaps most prominent in 
the field of women’s rights is 
Rep. Bella Abzug D-N.Y., who 
gets lots of attention but, ac­ 
cording to one aide, has a hard 
time getting favors done for 
her Manhattan constituents. 
Rep. Abzug says of her treat­

WASHNGTON (AP) — The 
railroad signalmen’s union an­ 
nounced 
Tuesday 
tentative 
agreement on a new 42 - month 
contract that may prove to be 
the first big test of the 
Pay 
Board’s post-freeze wage guide­ 
lines. 
Terms of the settlement were 
not 
immediatly 
announced, 
but it was thought likely it 
would follow the pattern set by 
many earlier settlements pro­ 
viding other rail unions with 
wage increases averaging 42 
per cent over 42 months. 
TTiis is roughly 12 per cent a 
year, which exceeds the Pay 
Board’s general rule that new 
contracts may not contain in­ 
creases of more than 5.5 per 
cent a year. 
Charles J. Chamberlain, pres­ 
ident of the AFL-CIO Broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Signalmen, 
said terms of the agreement 
will 
be 
announced 
Saturday 
when the union’s 75 general 
chairmen meet in Chicago to 
ratify the pact. 
Chamberlain said he intended 
to consult with the Pay Board 
about the agreement. 
Contracts covering more than 
5.000 workers must receive ad­ 
vance 
approval

12.000 members, so apparently 
this requirement will apply to 
them.

Cottrell’s 
body was empty, but one detec­ 


tive noted they didn’t know if 
he was in the habit of carrying 
much money. And another said 
they were reluctant to consider 
robbery as a motive because 
‘‘there was just too many other 
things of value lying around 
that were not touched.” 
‘‘This is the most awful thing 
I've ever seen,” a patrolman 
said as he looked at the home 
where police said Eder killed 
his wife and two boys then shot 
himself. 
The killings in the Eder home 
came less than 12 hours after 
Eder had told his boss he 
needed help. 
‘‘He 
indicated 
to 
me he 
needed a little relief,” George 
Ferrell, Eder’s supervisor in 
the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture, said. ‘‘He needed someone 
to talk to.” 
Eder had scheduled an ap­ 
pointment with a psychiatrist 
for December. Tuesday morn­ 
ing the 
psychiatrists’s 
office 
tried to call the home to ask 
Eder to come in for a IO a.m. 
appointment that morning since 
aother patient had cancelled 
an appointment.
